ARGUMENT 

Queen  Fan  and  King  Lantern  find  that  their  kingdom  of  old  Japan  is  about  to  be. 
usurped  by  Electric  Lights  and  Electric  Fans  from  the  West.  They  consult  Lady  Screen 
and  Sir  Parasol,  and  acting  on  their  advice  decide  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  maidens  of  Japan. 
The  maidens  hear  the  case  and  decide  to  retain  their  old  time  fans,  but  to  adopt  the 
.  Electric  Lights.  King  Lantern  makes  no  attempt  to  defend  his  case,  for  he  has  fallen  in 
I  love  with  Brightest  Electric  Light. 

She  is  so  touched  by  his  silence  and  sorrow  that  she  seeks  him  out,  and  a  compro¬ 
mise  is  effected.  Henceforth  Electric  Light  will  be  placed  within  the  Lantern.  Her  light 
will  illumine  his  gay  colors,  while  his  dainty  covering  will  mellow  her  brilliance.  Thus 
all  are  satisfied,  and  another  point  is  gained  for  man’s  comfort  . 


CHARACTERS  and  COSTUMES 

QUET^IN  Fan . Japanese  kimono,  fan  pattern.  Fan  ornaments  in  hair.  A  large  crepe 

paper  fan  covering  front  of  waist  would  be  effective. 

Tans . . Costumes  similar  to  the  Queen’s  dress,  but  of  different  colors. 

King  Lantern _ Dark  blue  or  black  tights  and  stockings,  waist  with  long  sleeves  to 


match.  Lantern  shaped  contrivance  of  crepe  or  of  crepe  paper  extend¬ 
ing  from  under  arms  to  knees,  or  half  way  to  knees,  if  rounder  lantern 
is  preferred.  Crown  in  round  lantern  shape. 

Lanterns _ Like  king  only  in  different  colors.  The  shapes  may  be  varied  too,  if  desired. 

Lady  Screen . Japanese  kimono  of  brilliant  colors.  She  should  carry  oblong  screen  of 

convenient  size,  showing  dragon  design,  or  peacocks,  or  both. The  screens 
may  be  painted  on  oak  tag  paper  and  framed  in  stripes  of  wood  stained  dark. 

Screens _ ^  Like  Lady  Screen, but  less  bright  in  color. 

Sir  Parasol - Japanese  costume  with  hat  of  parasol  design. 


Brightest  Electric  Light...  Short  white  spangled  dress.  If  a  battery  can  be  secured,  a 

bulb  which  will  flash  makes  an  effective  ornament  for  hair  or  at  waist. 


Electric  Lights...  Light  dresses  like  that  of  Brightest  Light,  but  of  different  colors. 

Electric  Fans . Short  dresses  of  yellow  and  gold.  Wheel  shaped  hats,  and  wheel  shaped 

ornaments  may  be  used. 

Maidens . .  Regulation  Japanese  costumes  of  dainty  colors. 


STAGE  SETTING 

Cherry  blossoms  may  be  made  by  fastening  small  bunches  of  pink  paper  to  any  sort  of 
branches  that  can  be  easily  obtained.  The  branches  covered  with  blossoms  may  be  used  to 
represent  the  cherry  grove.  If  possible  the  floor  covering  of  the  stage  should  be  green.

OUTLINE 

SCENE  I.  Cherry  Grove.  A  dance  of  Fan  and  Lantern  Chorus.  After  the  song  and 
dance  the  Queen  of  the  Fans  tells  the  King  of  the  Lanterns  that  their  power  is  about 
to  be  taken  from  them  by  a  stranger  across  the  sea,  known  as  the  Electrical  Wizard. 
They  decide  to  call  into  consultation  the  Lady  of  the  Screen,  because  beauty  and  wisdom 
oft  hide  behind  her  gay  exterior,  and  the  Knight  of  the  Parasol  since  he  goes  above  e- 
ven  the  wisest*  Messengers  bring  in  these  advisors  and  their  attendants. 

The  council  decides  that  none  but  the  maidens  of  Japan  can  save  them  from  their  un¬ 
happy  fate.  They  all  set  off  to  submit  their  case  to  the  fairest  maid  in  all  Japan. 

SCENE  2.  Into  the  Cherry  Grove,  dance  the  envoys  from  the  Electrical  Wizard  across  the 
sea.  Electric  Fans  with  golden  wheels,  and  Electric  Lights  with  twinkling  bulbs  sing  a 
chorus  of  joyful  anticipation  of  the  comfort  they  will  bring  to  Japan. 

The  Sweetest  Maid  of  All  Japan  comes  with  her  attendants  to  see  the  strangers,  and 
to  hear  what  they  have  to  offer.  The  maidens  are  horrified  at  the  very  thought  of  giving 
up  their  fans.  Such  a  thing  is  out  of  the  question,  though  they  think  there  might  be  room 
for  Electric  Fan  too.  But  the  Electric  Lights  exert  a  great  fascination.  For  these  the 
maidens  vote  at  once. 

The  maidens  take  the  strangers  away  to  introduce  them  throughout  the  land  . 

SCENE  3.  King  Lantern  sad  and  bowed  with  sorrow  walks  in  the  Cherry  Grove.  There  he 
meets  the  Brightest  Electric  Light.  They  become  friendly  and  to  her  he  tells  his  sorrow  . 
She  tries  to  cheer  him  and  after  he  has  given  evidence  of  his  liking  for  her  she  discloses  her 
identity.  They  decide  to  share  dominion,  her  bright  spirit  causing  his  brave  form  to  glow. 
The  Brightest  Maiden  of  All  Japan  comes  in  and  approves  the  union.  The  choruses  enter  and 
rejoice  to  hear  the  news.  As  the  spirit  of  new  civilization  has  ever  re- animated  old  forms  so 
the  lanterns  are  glorified  with  the  new  liglits.  Symbols  of  this  union  are  hung  from  the  cher¬ 
ry  boughs  by  the  dancing  maidens  who  join  with  all  the  choruses  in  a  finale  of  rejoicing.

Dancing  neath  cherry  blooms  sweet.

(Queen  Fan  and  Kino  Lantern  occupy  front  of  stage  at  dose  of  dance.) 

Queen  Fan*. .  Alas,  dear  friend  1 

Kino  Lantern:...  Why  so  sad,  lovely  Queen?  Noi  uuce  uas  your  heavenly  smile  beamed 

forth  during  our  song. 

Queen  Fan: _  Have  you  not  heard  of  the  envoys  of  the  Usurper  across  the  sea?  The 

Electrical  Wizard  has  sent  hither  Fans  and  Lights  to  take  -  possess¬ 
ion  of  our  kingdom.  Ah,  Lantern,  good  reason  have  we  to  be  sorrowful! 

King  Lantern:..  Do  not  fret,  Queen  Fan,  no  harm  can  come  to  us.  But  just  to  set 

your  heart  at  rest,  let  us  call  in  consultation  the  Lady  of  the  Screen. 
Beauty  and  wisdom  oft  hide  behind  her  gay  exterior.  She  shall  help 
us  with  good  council. 

Queen  Fan: . The  King  of  the  Parasol  too,  should  be  able  to  tell  us  what  to  do^ 

for  he  rises  above  even  the  wisest. 
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King  Lantern*..-  So  let  it  be,  so  let  it  be, 

The  Screen_and_Parasol  we’ll  see, 

They’ll  tell  us  what  we’d  better  do. 

What  paths  avoid,  what  plans  pursue. 

Go  hence  and  bring  the  Lady  here, 

Entreat  the  Knight  soon  to  appear, 
We’ll-tell  them  all  our  grief  and  woe. 

The  wisest  course  they’ll  surely  know. 

(Exit  Messengers^' 

Chorus: . .  Oh  yes,  oh  yes,  they’ll  soon  be  here. 

Our  drooping  spirits  they  will  cheer. 

The  wizard  wizzing  o’er  the  sea, 

Can  wiz  no  wizzier  than  we! 

(Enter  LadY  SCREEN  attended) 

Lady  Screen: _  Behind  my  flowers  and  peacocks  gay, 

Or  playful  dragons  stretching, 

A  little  maid  may  hide  away 
To  make  herself  more  ‘^fetching.” 

’Tis  here  a  gallant  brave  and  strong, 

A  little  quiet  craving. 

May  oft  escape,  the  noisy  throng 
His  nerves  from. shock  thus  saving. 

Lady  AND  Attendants.*—  Behind  our  gay  exterior. 

Sit  Wisdom  oft  with  Grace, 

And  Courage  quite  superior. 

Behind  us  takes  a  place  1 

Lady  Screen: - What  if  behind  my  banner  bright. 

For  just  a  moment  fleeting. 

Those  two  should  meet  and  should  delight 
In  such  clandestine  meeting? 

Oh,  then  you’d  note  they’d  come  quite  oft 
My  screening  shelter  seeking 
In  gentle  murmur  low  and  soft , 

I’d  hear  them  sweetly  speaking. 

Lady  AND  Attendants:-  Chorus  as  above. 

(Enter  KING  Parasol)
